The Notice of Allowability mailed on 04/09/2007 contains an Examiner's Statement of Reasons 
for Allowance. 

The Statement contains language that attempts to characterize the claimed subject matter. The 
Applicant submits, however, that the language in the Statement does not accurately characterize any of 
the claims. In particular, the Statement states that independent claims 1, 18, 23 and 31 specify "retrieving 
attributes for a data packet by searching with a decision tree such that a first portion of the decision tree is 
stored on a first memory having a faster access time than that of a second memory on which a second 
portion of the decision tree is stored.'" The Applicant submits that this language does not appear in any of 
the claims. In general, to the extent that the Statement differs from the language of any of the 
independent claims, the Applicant rejects any narrowing or limitations that might possibly result from 
such differences. 
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
